It 
might almost be said that there is a far greater 
degree of alienation between, classes in the United 
States than in Great Britain. But even-those /ug- 
lishmen who resent hereditary. privileges) do not 
resent the idea of’kingship. The whole House of 
Lords might be swept away without affecting the 
stability of the throne, There is, it may be, a lack 
of logic in such ’an attitude. But the, development 
of the British Constitution has not been by lozical 
processes. The only question. Englishmen ask is, 
‘Will it, work?? On the one occasion. when Eng- 
land tried to. get.along without a king it was found 
not. to. work.” 

We do not even admit that the attitude lacks 
logic. A state should be something apart from the 
party government which is for the time being: in 
charge of its affairs. -It is according:as this idea 
is developed that we have that stability which is 
the best test of a constitutional arrangement. The 
monarchy ensures this, and it is because it does 
so that we are anxious to see it retained, for other 
than. sentimental reasons.

We do not think it is for the best interests of this 
country to decry the usefulness of the English col- 
onist. We are apt to be impatient with the re- 
mittance man, and to be intolerant of his brother, 
the poorer man in the peaked cap. ‘The former 
makes good in time—say in three years in this “tem- 
perate’—as compared with Britain—country. ‘Che 
latter makes good, too, after a lesson or so in adapt- 
ability. It is not as easy for an Englishman to adapt 
himself to conditions and environment, as it is for 
the Scot or the Trishman, but, once he learns the 
ropes there is no better colonist, or finer all-round 
man, than your Mnglishman., Let him alone or help 
him; do not revile and incense him; do not give 
him either the laugh or the cold shoulder, We are 
too apt at doing both in this country. Make the 
Knglish immigrant welcome, Te is a good sort— 
no Wetter; and even if he looks on Canada as a 
kind of possession of his mother’s, has he not a 
bit of right on his side? We are the splendid 
Old Lady’s Midest Daughter (why not son I won- 
ler?) and young John Bull comes over here a bit 
arrogant, maybe, but good and sound to rock bot- 
tom. Give him the wide, warm hand-clasp, and 
should he laugh or belittle Johnny Canuck, why, 
call a boxing match and fight him with your fists— 
the manliest way and the way he and you best 
understand.”

Lake Huron shops .in 
Brantford for King Edward, then the 
Prince of Wales, when ke toured Can- 
ada in 1860.. it was a very handsome 
car, painted in royal blue: and hand- 
somely furnished in mahogany. It was 
built in the shops when the Jate Mr. 
Henry Yates still has in her. posses- 
the first car ever equipped with bunks, 
It was from this car. that the late Mr. 
Pullman in no small degree. secured 
his ideas of the presemt palatial Puli- 
man sleeping car.

Would Deceive If She Could. 


“As the case stood in January last, 
there had been no real progress re- 
garding it since 1895. It was then 
proved in Cambridge, England( what 

had been suspected before), that 
Eusapia would sometimes deceive the 
holders if she could, free_a hand or a 
foot, and get it into the cabinet be- 
hind her. Last December this was 
once more confirmed by Mr. Edgar 
T. Scott of Philadelphia, who;at one 
of Mr Carrington’s. seances, - put -his 
head under the curtain into the cab- 
ineté-and+ came+in contaet-.with>-her- 
stockinged foot. After fifteen years 
it was time to take a step forward. 


Professors in Curious Positions. 

The investigators had four sittings 
with the Italian medium, Palladino, in 
the physical laboratory at. Columbia 
University in January Last. The in- 
vestigators were: Charles L. Dana, 
M.D., professor of nervous diseases; 
William Hallock, professor of phy- 
sics; Dickinson S. Miller, professor 
of philosophy, Columbia; Frederick 
Peterson, M.D., professor psychiatry; 
W B. Pitkin, lecturer on philosophy; 
Augustus Trowbridge, professor of 
physics; Edmund B. Wilson, profes- 
sor of biology; R. W. Wood, profes- 
sor of physics. Prof. Trowbridge. be- 
longs to Princeton University, and 
Prof. Wood to-Johns Hopkins. The 
other investigators belong to’ Colum- 
bia University. Paladino was watched 
from a tiny window opened in the 
panels of the wall on the left, near 
the floor and near her chair; from a 
large chest of drawers on her right, 
the lower drawers of which were tak- 
en-out, and from a hole in the top 
of the “cabinet” an investigator, ly- 
ing on a mattress on top of a high 
instrument case, also kept his eyes at 
the hole, awaiting the appearance of 
her arm or foot in the cabinet be- 
low. Finally, she was watched from 
the space under the chair on the right 
and left sides of the table, the watch- 
ers having their eyes within about 
eight inches of her feet. 


The Substitution Trick. 


“First of all, we made close ob- 
servations of her extraordinary ‘sub- 
stitution trick.’ I confess I was crest- 
fallen when I discovered that this old 
ruse was still her grand strategy. She 
persuades the two holders on her 
right and left that they are holding 
two hands or two feet, when, in fact, 
they have hold of one at different 
points. With the feet it can be easily 
done, as the feet of the holders and 
the medium are all together under 
a table a foot and a half wide. With 
the hands it is done cither on her 
lap as she sits at the table or on the 
table under cover of the curtain, 
which often ‘blows out’ over the table 
and remains there. - 


Secret of the Weird Hands. 


“We found the secret of her ‘ma- 
terializations.’ In all the previous 
teports, weird hands, heads and feet, 
which suddenly appeared in front of 
the curtain, had figured plentifully. 
Again I was crestfallen. These spirit- 
ual members, taking shape before 
our eyes, turned out to be the sned- 
ium's hands. By close watching we 
repeatedly saw her hand, which had 
slipped its holding, dart back toward 
the curtain The hand appearing 
above her head was often strikingly 
like her. Sometimes it was white and 
vague in the semi-darkness, appar- 
ently swathed in a bit of flimsy white 
material like a handkerchief that she 
was once noticed to carry with her. 
No materialization whatever appeared 
except when there was reason to he- 
lieve that the medium had her left 
hand free—she .is left-handed—and 
every materialization was such as her

The Eerie Breezes. 


“Then the breezes.. Through all the 
foreign accounts these eerie breezes 
blow...

I have seen her touch and 
grasp, and put on and take off the 
eye-glasses of an elderly divine who 
sat on her left in ~a midnight \se- 
ance.
